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MULTIPLE TRANSMITTER 


UNITS AND BASES 
CODING 


1, GENERAL 


1.01 This section presents in tabular form the Teletype code 
designations, together with brief descriptive informa- 
tion, for multiple transmitter-distributor units and bases here- 
after referred to as multiple transmitter units and multiple 
transmitter bases. Three multiple transmitter units mounted 
on a multiple transmitter base make up what is here referred 
to as a multiple transmitter. 
(a) Table A gives coding information for multiple trans 
mitter units for handling tape (MXD) and multiple 
transmitter units with no tape-handling facilities (MED) 
which can be used for message numbering, 
(b) Table B gives coding information for multiple trans- 
mitter bases (MXB) used to mount the various MXD 
and MED units. 


1.02 Some multiple transmitters have been assigned Bell 
System codes (1A, 1B, 1C, 1D, and 1E). Because of the 
number of units and bases now available it is no longer desir- 
able to code complete multiple transmitters, and they should be 
obtained by selecting the desired multiple transmitter units 
and the proper multiple transmitter base from Table A and 
Table B respectively using Teletype codes,
